WHITHER BOUND?

Instances are on record 
where churches already in the 
Fellowship of the GARBC have 
withdrawn from us to unite with 
the Southern Baptist Convention. 
And all of this is based on the 
argument that the Southern Bap- 
tist Convention is orthodox. I 
trust my critics will bear with me 
once more as this time we really 
take the covers off for a good 
look at the situation. 


Ferre Says Jesus, Paul and 
Others Receive Christ Alike: 
Jesus Not Unique Deity 

T have before me as I write Dr. 
Nels Ferre’s book, The Christian 
Understanding of God. On page 


182, he begins his chapter entitled, 
“The Work of God in Incarnation.” 


T should like to examine and re- 


view this entire chapter. Some- 


thing of the subtlety of the mod- 
ernists’ technique is seen on page 
184 when Dr. Ferre says: 

“When we talk of Christ, more- 
over, or of God’s work in Christ, 
we mean nothing less than the 
second person of the Trinity, 


namely, God’s eternally outgoing 


consciousness.”’

going consciousness,’ which, of 
course, isn’t a person at all. 

On this page Dr. Ferre Says, 
“Tnearnation is~ conclusive, but 
never concluded.” 

By this statement Dr. Ferre 
means that Paul was an example 
of the Incarnation also and sup- 
ports that assertion on page 203, 
where he is discussing the fact 
that Christ—-this “eternally out- 
going consciousness of God” lived 
in Jesus in the same way He lived 
in Paul. Dré Ferre takes the posi- 
tion that Jesus, of course, was not 
virgin born and that He did not 
have to be. His argument is that 
God was waiting for some person 
to arrive on earth who would “re- 
ceive His Son” (this outgoing con- 
sciousness) and live Him out. He 
found such a person in Jesus. 

On page 193 Dr. Ferre Says, 
“The eternal Word was pre-natal, 
of course, -but He was received 


by Jesus.” 
On. page 203, Dr. Ferre says, 
“Perhaps, too, He [{God! may 


especially have seen that Jesus was 
ready to accept His Son, and may, 
therefore, have stimulated Him 
peculiarly on the level of the 
Spirit of God.” 

All of this; of course, simply 
means that Jesus was a man hike 
the rest of us who accepted God’s 
Son, this nebulous, “eternally out- 
going consciousness of God”: 
therefore any of us who accept 
this “Son” are as much incarnate 
as was Christ. That’s what Dr. 
Ferre means when he says that 
“Incarnation is 
never concluded”! 

On page 185 Dr. Ferre says, 
speaking of the idea of a final 
Incarnation, “If by final, we mean 
nothing. else than that no revela- 
tion of a better God can possibly 
come, we do not mind accepting 
the word. as an affirmation of faith. 
We cannot see however why we 
should do so. Such an affirmation 
cannot be proved.” 

There you have it—you cannot 
prove that some day somebody 
might not show up with a revela- 
tion of a better God than the One 
whom Jesus revealed. 


Dr. Ferre Does Not Believe 
Jesus Sinless As Bible Says 


On page 186 Dr. Ferre, discuss- 
ing the question of the sinlessness 
of Jesus says, “We have no way 
of knowing even that Jesus was 
sinless, but such a claim is ir- 
relevant to the reality of the In- 
carnation. Such a_ proposition 
would for that matter depend 
mainly on some literal claim in the 
Bible. Such claims there are, but 
the Bible used in this external

Dust Motes ‘And Lightning Flashes 


In the preceding talks, your at- 
tention has been directed to a few 
of the wonders of water. We have 
seen that this remarkable fluid is 
necessary for all kinds of life, that 
the quantity available for the 
earth must be accurately guaged— 
neither too much nor too little. 
The ocean basins must be suf- 
ficiently large to hold the water 
to be lifted from the earth‘s sur- 
face against the force of gravity 
jinto-the upper atmosphere, so as 
to provide the 16,000,000 tons of 
moisture falling every second a- 
cross the earth. 

We have examined some of the 
surprising ways by which the 
problems have been solved. We 
know that the process of evapora- 
tion changes the molecules of 
water into molecules of water- 
vapor which occupy 1,600 times 
the space they did as water. This 
noiseless operation, working con- 
tinuously throughout the world, 
would seem to be the product of 
Omniscience. This aqueous vapor 
in the form of clouds must now 
be changed back into water and 
evenly distributed to the earth— 
another tremendous problem. 

The second clause of Psalm 135: 
7 tells us, “He makes lightnings 


that the water will not fall back 
into the seas from which they 
rose? So, the third clause in this 
remarkable seventh verse of Psalm 
135 reads, “He bringeth the wind 
out of his treasuries.” 


We have thought of winds as 
“fickle” but as a matter of fact, 
they obey definite scientific laws. 
“The wind returneth again ac- 
cording to its circuits,” says Ec- 
clesiastes. Apparently what hap- 
pens is that the Creator says to 
the winds, His servants summoned 
from His treasure house: “Winds, 
hitch yourselves to these cloud 
chariots and carry them across 
the world.” The winds obey this 
command of their Maker, and with 
great power move rapidly through 
space, carrying their immense 
load of water which is dropped on 
hill and dale, bringing life every- 
where. 

Ecelesiastes tells us also that 
the rivers return to their high

electricity in order to cause the 
infinitely small molecules of vapor 
to unite in the form of raindrops, 
so that they could be precipitated

When the clouds reach 
the mountain tops, condensation 
takes place, the clouds empty 
themselves and the rivers are 
back once more where they began. 
Thus—‘‘Unto the place whence the 
rivers came, thither they return 
again.” 

The entire series of operations 
is conducted with. amazing ac- 
curacy and ease. Think of the 
admirable way God has arranged 
that rain, for the most part, falls 
in soft and gentle showers. If the 
clouds poured out their prodigious 
contents in great streams and 
floods, the consequences would be 
tragically destructive. Without 
this provision for gentle precipita- 
tion, vegetation would be destroy- 
ed, crops beaten into the ground, 
trees stripped of leaves and fruit, 
fields ploughed into deep trenches, 
and soil washed away..Every pass- 
ing cloud would be-an object of 
terror. But how beneficient is the 
existing arrangement! Instead of 
ruinous cascades of water, _ it 
trickles down in gentle and fertil- 
izing drops, as if the clouds were

by gravity to the earth. There may 
be no visible lightning flash, but 
there is always electricity when 
there is rain.

And what more requisite gift is 
there than water? For. with 
water all things are washed and 
nourished and cleaned. Water 
enriches the earth, produces the 
dew, exhilarates the vine, matures 
corn in the ear, ripens the grape 
cluster, softens the olive, sweet- 
ens the palmdate, reddens_ the 
rose, decks the violet, and makes 
the lily to bloom with its brill- 
iant hues. 

“Without water the present order 
of things could not exist. But this 
is not the only thing that proves 
the dignity of water. 

“There is that which is more 
honorable than all—the fact that 
Christ, the Maker of all, came 
down as the rain (Hosea 6:3), and

“He who is present everywhere, 
and absent nowhere, He who is in- 
comprehensible to angels, and in- 
visible to men, comes to his bap- 
tism acording to His own good 
pleasure, thus revealing His in- 
finite condescension to man. He 
came to save us from our sins and 
for this we adore Him—the Water 
of life.’ Thus spoke Hypolytus. 

Listen to the old prophet Isaiah 
in chapter 55: 


“Ho, every one that thirsteth, 
come ye to the waters, and he that 
hath no money; come ye, buy, and 
eat; yea, come, buy wine and milk 
without money and without price-’ 


What person of right mind 
would refuse. this gift from the 
hand of Omnipotence? Such a re- 
jection would seem incredible, but 
the greatest tragedy of this age 
is the fact that God is largely 
ignored—Christ and His sacrifice 
for us rejected and even ridiculed 
while Death waits to impose the 
sure penalty of our sin, unless we 
accept the One who has borne the 
penalty. 

May I ask you, my friend, is it 
well with your soul today? It will 
pay you to give this matter of 
Supreme importance your § im- 
mediate attention. Do you forget 
that promise of Jesus. Christ: 
“Whosoever drinketh of the water 
that I shall give him shall never 
thirst.”

URCE FOR ADULTERY 


_A Christian woman believes and thinks that she has 
positive proof that her husband committed adultery with an- 
other woman, Disillusioned, heartsick and with outraged feel- 
ings, she intends “to sue for divorce on grounds of adultery 
publicly in the community where the three people principally 
involved are all members of the same church. Is she right 
to sue for a divorce or not? This question came to The Sword 
of the Lord and the editor wrote the following letter, which 
we give here, hoping it will help others. 


Dear Brother T: 

Thank you for your letter. You 
asked me about a Christian wo- 
man suing her husband for divorce 
on grounds of adultery in a public 
trial. 

I advise the. woman not to do 
it on the following grounds: 

1. Jesus said, “And I say _unto 
you, Whosoever shall put away 
his wife, except it be for fornica- 
tion, and shall marry another, 
committeth adultery: and whoso 
marrieth her which is put away 
doth commit adultery” (Matt. 19: 
9). As I understand it, the term 
fornication refers to the same sin 
but to repeated sin. Here Jesus 
seems to say that if a wife (and 
presumably the same would be 
true of a husband) continues in 
incurable harlotry, she may be di- 
vorced. But Jesus does not hint 
that a divorce would be justified 
on the basis of a single case of 
adultery, or more than one case, 
if it was not a regular life of pros- 
titution or whoredom. I think in 
every case, the sense of the Scrip- 
ture is that if the erring mate can 
be won. back, he should be for- 
given and the home should be 
saved. 

2. It is to be noted especially 
that Jesus never commands di- 
vorce even for fornication, but per- 
mits it. So the woman is not fol- 
lowing any Bible plan in seeking 
a divorce. If the sin were incur- 
able and the wayward husband 
eould not. be won back to his home, 
and chastity, a divorce might be 
permitted, but it is not command- 
ed and it would not always be ex- 
pedient even then. 

3. The general tenor of the 
Scriptures is very clearly given 
against divorce and the sense of 
the Scriptures is that in every 
case the home should be preserved 
where it can be preserved and 
where the erring party can be led 
to give up his sin and assume the 
duties of the marriage. This is 
stated very clearly in I Corinth- 
ians’ 7:10,11 which says: 

“And unto the married I com- 
mand, yet not I, but the Lord, Let 
not the wife depart from her hus- 
band? But and if she depart, let 
her remain unmarried, or be re- 
conciled to her husband: and let 
not the husband put away his 
wife.” 

The wife is not to depart from 
her husband and if she does live 
separate from him for a season, 
she is not to be remarried but is 
to be reconciled to her husband. 

4. A matter of very great weight 
is the scandal and talk that such 
a divorce would bring, with re- 
proach on the cause of Christ. 

). The woman you have in mind 


should consider this: it seems al- 


most certain that a spirit of un- 
forgiveness and bitterness is pres- 
ent, else she would be willing to 
forgive her husband and take him 
back. And that spirit of unfor- 
giveness is a sin. The Bible plainly 
commanded, ‘And be ye kind one 
to another, tenderhearted, forgiv- 


‘ing one another, even as God for 


Christ’s sake hath forgiven you” 
(Eph. 4:32). And Jesus plainly 
said in Matthew 6:14,15: 

‘“For if ye forgive men their 
trespasses, your heavenly Father 
will also forgive you: But if ye 
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forgive not men their trespasses, 
neither will your Father forgive 
your trespasses.” 

If she does not forgive her hus- 
band, then she may be as guilty in 
her grudge as he was if he com- 
mitted adultery. One might be 
trapped by Satan and fall into 
adultery, but one who deliberately 
carried on a grudge and unforgiv- 
ness is guilty of willful, long econ- 
tinued sin, which is certain to have 
the curse of God. 

I earnestly hope that this letter 
will be helpful.

Form Without Power 
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other day that the First Baptist 
Church in Tulsa, Oklahoma, has 
educational buildings under erec- 
tion that will cost over a million 
dollars and the most elaborate 
provision is being made for play 
and recreation in those buildings. 

In addition to these things just 
mentioned, the different denomina- 
tions have the best educated min- 
istry that they have ever had, and 
by that I mean the best educated 
along various lines. I do not mean 
the best educated as regards the 
Bible, for the seminaries don’t do 
much actual Bible teaching. And 
I may add that the various thelogi- 
cal seminaries are literally run- 
ning over with students. 

That looks like religious prosper- 
ity, doesn’t it? It would all sound 
awfully good were it not for some 
other facts. What are these facts? 
Here they are: With all this out- 
ward show of religious prosperity, 
it is true that crime and sin is 
making the most appalling advance 
ever known in the history of this 
nation. The annual crime bill of 
this nation runs between 15 and 20 
billions of dollars—a stupendous 
sum. Prisons are full of youthful 
criminals. Child delinquency has 
become one of the major problems 
of the nation. Some of the most 
atrocious crimes of this day are 
committed by young people—some- 
times in their teens. 


Female Drunks 

Continuing with my diagnosis of 
the present crime and sin situa- 
tion, let me remind you that the 
number of drinking joints far ex- 
ceed the number of churches and 
schools combined, and you don’t 
hear of them going out of business 
either. Alcoholism is a most pre- 
valent thing all around us. Who is 
there who doesn’t know of cases 
of kinfolks,' neighbors or friends 
who are drinking themselves into 
the grave? It is claimed that there 
are more than one million chronic 
women drunks in America right 
now, and the number is steadily 
‘climbing. 

We have come to have the most 
debased standards in the realm of 
music and art. All you have to do 
to be made to realize that music 
has been debased is to just turn 
on your radio. That old croony 
jazzy, swing stuff—Hell’s music it 
is—blares forth all day long. Go 
to an art exhibit and most of the 
paintings you see are of the ‘‘cock- 
eyed” variety—modernistic stuff 
that doesn’t make good sense—an 
utter perversion of everything 


beautiful.

Dancing—A Sex Exercise 


Along with all this goes increas- 
ing nakedness—until I don’t see 
how it can increase much farther. 
Nakedness is made a form of en- 
tertainment. And along with this 
nakedness goes increase in adul- 
tery, and increase in separations 
and divorce. The news stands be- 
come more and more filthy with 
every passing day. Make the most 
casual investigation of the books, 
magazines and papers and you will 
find that adultery is the leading 
theme. The pictures on book 
covers, magazine covers, harp on 
one theme—sex. 


Add to this sex emphasis the 
schools sponsor and encourage 
dancing, which is a sex exercise. 
That is so common, that my 
daughter in high school tells me 
that she associates with practical- 
ly no *young people who do not 
dance. 


And the same thing that char- 
acterizes our _ publie schools, 
characterize some of our Baptist 
Schools. I remind you that Stet- 
son University paid somewhere a- 
round $1500.00 to bring Blue Bar- 
ron’s dance orchestra to the cam- 
pus to play for a college dance. 
And I am counted almost a rene- 
gade because I do not lead this 
church to throw everything into 
the Co-operative Program to help 
support that sort of thing! 


Must Be An Explanation 


Now how can we explain these 
two things—the great growth of 
churches .and their tremendous 
prosperity, and right along with it, 
the growth .of crime and sin and 
evil? There has to be some explan- 
ation. It simply means that mod- 
ern day Christianity is not having 
much moral and spiritual influence 
on society and the world at large. 
The churches—the religious forces 
of this nation—are not making 
any impact to speak of on the 
forces of evil and sin. WHY? 
There has to be an answer to this 
why, and I ‘want to make some 
suggestions along the line: 


I, Churches Conformed to 
the World 


The first thing wrong is that 
Christianity of this day has be- 
come conformed to the world. Yet 
that is exactly what the Word of 
God solemnly charges us not to let 
happen. (Romans 12:2). When pro- 
fessing Christians conform their 
lives to the world, they give the

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world a false conception of real 
Christianity. Listen—when you as 
a Christian frequent the places of 
the world, you are saying by your 
actions that Jesus can save, but 
that he can’t satisfy. You are say- 
ing that you have to satisfy your- 
self with the things of the world.

professing Christians have con- 
formed themselves to this world. 
They have taken on dances, they 
have taken on shows, and they go 
just as naked as the people of 
the world go. And that is one of 
the biggest shames and disgraces 
of this day—the way church mem- 
bers go around nearly naked like 
heathen. 


I stopped at a home on an er- 
rand, and up the street stood one 
of the girls of the church in shorts, 
talking to another girl. When that 
girl glimpsed my car she scottled 
out of sight just as quickely as she 
could. A number of times I have 
passed small girls whose parents 
come to this church, and they were 
in shorts and those little girls 
dropped their heads, or else turned 
so they could pretend not to see 
me. What did that say? It said 
that they knew they weren't 
dressed properly. I don’t blame 
little girls like those— I blame 
the mothers. 

If church members and mem- 
bers of their families are ashamed 
for the pastor to see them in their 
state of undress, then don’t you 
think they ought to be ashamed 
for God to see them? After all, 
people are not going to have to 
answer before me for the way 
they dress and do—they are going 
to have to answer before God. And 
listen—He said, “Adorn yourselves 
in modest apparel.’’ What are you 
going to say when he asks you 
why you didn’t do it? 


Churches Trailing the World 


It’s because professing Chris- 
tians dress just like the devil’s 
people—and go to the same places 
—and do the same things, that the 
Christianity of this day doesn’t 
have any influence to check the 
sin and immorality.and crime that 
is rampant everywhere. I hear 
from people—radio listeners—all 


| over the country, and they tell me 


that the average preacher doesn't 
say one word against such things 
as I have been talking to you 
about. 

The churches go right along 
with the world. It reminds me a- 
fresh of my oft-repeated illustra- 
tion of the little boys who during 
the winter, hitched their small 
sleds to trucks passing along. 
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There they went trailing right a- 
long after the trucks in the snow. 
Churches have been 
through the years. At first they 
opposed and condemned an evil— 
then as it became more and more 
popular, they finally gave in. They 
hitched their little sled on behind 
the world, and let the world set 
the pace for them. : 


That has happened concerning 
dancing. Why do we have it in our 
schools here in Tampa? Because 
the churches don’t oppose it. And 
why don’t they oppose it? Be- 
cause they practice it themselves. 
A member of this church told me 
of passing another church of, this 
community on the way home time 
and time again, and seeing a dance 
in progress right in the church 
buildings. Now if adultery is right, 
then dancing is right, and I am 
wrong: in opposing it. If adultery 
is wrong—then dancing that leads 
to it is wrong. If the fruit is bad, 
then the tree that bears the fruit 
is bad. 


And the same thing is true of 
the movies. Formerly churches 
condemned them—then finally 
they hitched their little sled onto 
the truck, and now a lot of pas- 
tors and'church leaders are movie 
fiends. Why do we have so much 
drinking and divorcing among the 
younger generation? Largely the 
education that they receive from 
the movies. The movie stars are 
married and remarried. And yet 
churches are putting on movies 
that were acted out by some of 
these same dirty characters who 
have swapped husbands and wives 
time and again. No wonder mod- 
ern-day Christianity is doing little 
to check the sin and crime when it 
lets the world set its standard for 
it. God’s Word says, “Thou shalt 
not follow a multitude to do evil.” 
When professing Christians do it, 
they need not expect to have much 
influence in curtailing the evil 
about them. So I say, one reason 
why present day Christianity 
makes so little impact on the 
world is world conformity. We 
have a “form of godliness, but 
deny the power thereof.” 


II. Pastors Are “Me, 
Too” Men 
But there is a second reason: 
Churches and pastors of this day 
are captives to their denomina- 
tion. That is largely true among 
Baptists as well as others. The 
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program for churches is set and 
fixed and established at Baptist 
headquarters. Early in the year,, 
I get a calendar of activities from 
denominational headquarters’ 
which outlines what we should do 
here week after week and month 
after month throughout the whole 
year. Next week is to be “such and 
such week.” Even the revivals are. 
planned and dated by the ‘denom- 
ination, such that all the churches 
in a given area are supposed to 
go into revival effort at the same 
time. Let a pastor and church 
follow the schedule outlined for 
them, and they will keep so busy 
with organization and activities, 
that little attention will be paid 
to either moral or spiritual things. 


May I speak the plain truth? 
It is this: the denominational 
leadership does not want strong, 
outstanding preachers. It does not 
want militant churches which are 
so on the warpath against sin and 
evil. Denominational leaders usual-: 
ly want mediocre men who will 
render absolute obedience to the 
edicts of the denomination. They 
want men to be what they are 
called in a piece of denominational] 
literature that I read—‘servants 


of the denomination.” Let a 
preacher go on the warpath 
against sin and _ corruption—let 


him insist on his church being 
separated from the world, and 
when he gets into conflict the de- 
nominational stooges will side a- 
gainst him every time. 

I sat in the Baptist State Con- 
vention in Kentucky, when a 
young preacher’s name was pro- 
posed for secretary of the Con- 
vention. He had had some difficul- 
ty in his church because he called 
the church to separation -and 
decency—and *« he was a fine, 
spiritually minded young man. A 
denominational feed trough was 
sitting right next to me and he 
leaned over and whispered ‘vote 
against him—vote against him— 
he has had some trouble in his 
church,” I said,. “It is nothing 
against him, but for him, that he 
has. dared to stand for what is 
right,” and I voted for him. But 
there’s the attitude. Such men 
want everything to run smooth, so 


‘| the shekels will keep pouring into 


headquarters, so their jobs will 
be. securé. 


Rotton—But “For the Program” 


Often churches are so rotten 
with worldliness that they actually 
stink and pastors are _ nothing 
more than time servers—yet they 
get writeups in the denominational 
papers. A former member of this 
church, who belongs to a church 
up in Georgia was speaking sor- 
rowfully of the condition of. her 
church. The president of the Men’s 
Bible Class lived next door and he 
had cocktail parties in his home. 
Another teacher lived across the 
streets and she was loose morally, 
with a string of men coming and 


going, and she said the pastor 


refused to speak out against any- 
thing that was' evil. He said, “You 
don’t see me sticking my neck 
out.” It wasn’t a week after this 
member told of the awful condi- 
tion in her church that I saw a 
copy of the Baptist state paper of 
Georgia and there was a big write 
up of that pastor, telling what 
a marvelous work he had accom- 
plished there. 


I know what I am talking 
about when I ‘say that’ the 
denominational emphasis is not on 
moral and spiritual. life. The pro- 
phet of God who is true to the 
Word and who preaches it is not 
the honored one. The church that 
majors on spiritual things is not 
the church. that gets lauded and 
held up as an example. It is the 
cog in the machine—and it is the 
church that ‘kicks in with the 
money” and hollers, “We are for 
the whole program.” So, I say,.a 
second reason as to why present 
day Christianity doesn’t halt the 
sin and evil and crime is because 
the churches and preachers are 
captives. to a system—a machine 
that dictates and dominates, 
placing most of the emphasis on 
the organizational and mechanical 
and little on the moral and spirit- 
ual. 


III. Churches Have Gotten 
Side Tracked, From the 
Soul-Saving Mission 
A third reason as to why pres- 
ent-day Christianity doesn’t make 
any more impact on the life of 
America than it does is the fact 


| that the Devil has slyly changed 


the mission of churches. 


gave the chureh its mission, any-— 
how? The answer is the Founder 
of Christianity, the Lord Jesus 


Christ. And what is that mission? 
It is found over here in the last 
chapter of the Gospel according 
to Matthew. 

“Go ye therefore, and teach all 
nations, baptizing them in the 
name of the Father, and the Son, 


and of the Holy Ghost: Teaching 


them to observe all things what- 
soever I have commanded you: 
and, lo, I am with you alway, 
even unto the end of the world. 
Amen” (Matt. 28:18-20). 


There is the mission—the whole 
mission— and all the mission of a 
church, and if you can find any 
other mission stated by Jesus, I 
wish you would tell me about it. 


But the Devil has slipped in 
some other things to divert atten- 
tion from the mission that Jesus 
gave. Many of our churches con- 
sider that it is their business to 
amuse and entertain people. One 
of our members attended a funer- 
al at a neighboring church recent- 
ly, and one of the members of 
that church whispered “Have you 
seen our kitchen?” That illustrates 
exactly what I am talking about. 
Church kitchens have. become 


elaborate things and they are, 


kept running all week long as 
people eat and drink and have a 
big social time. As a rule churches 
with big kitchens have very small 
prayer meetings. There are two 
passages of Scripture that the 
devotees of church kitchens need 
to read. Here they are: Romans 
14:17 and I Corinthians -11:22a. 


Romans 14:17: “For the king- 
dom of God is not meat and drink: 
but righteousness, and peace, and 
joy in the Holy Ghost.” 

I. Corinthians 11:22: ‘What? 
have ye not houses to eat and 
drink in? or despise ye the church 
of God, and shame them that have 
not? What shall I say to you? 
shall I praise you in this? I praise 
you not.” ‘ 


Churches’ are putting on what . 


they call ‘‘fellowship hours” after 
the Sunday evening service. Near- 
ly every church that I have at- 
tended during vacation for the 
past couple of years has announced 
one of those Sunday. evening 
parties. I went to one church, 
hungry to hear the preaching: of 
the Word of God, and I got noth- 
ing but a program of silly little 
recitations, and when they an- 
nounced the party to follow and 
went toting a dusty looking ‘punch 
bowl’ through the auditorium, I 
got up and left. 

Churches have perverted or 
changed their mission... They have 
minimized the spiritual and moral, 
and have gone off after other 
things, and that is one of the 
reasons as to why they exercise 
so little moral and Spiritual in- 
fluence over the life of the nation. 
Churches immersed in their pro- 
grams and activities—churches en- 
tertaining themselves with fun, 
food, and frolics, don’t have any 
influence on society for decency 
and righteousness. Yes, and while 
professing Christians are led off 
after a false mission, the life of 
the nation becomes more and more 
corrupt and men and women die 
in ‘their sins and go on to Hell. 


Listen— it has cost me a great deal 

through the years to maintain a 
strong stand against sin and evil 
and worldliness of life..We have 
a lot of church members to come 
here, but they backed off from 
moving their letters here because 
they wanted to live for the world 
rather than for the Lord, and they 
didn’t want to be made to feel 
uncomfortable by the preaching 
of aman who constantly con- 
demned their practices—so they 
went and found them a church 
where they could live as they 
pleased and not be bothered. It 
has cost me a great deal to re- 
fuse to be regimented and domin- 
ated by a machine. Effort was 
made to run me out of town, 
shortly after I came here, and ef- 
fort was even made to put me off 
of the air and to keep me from 
preaching the Gospel, because I 
had an independent attitude. But 
I don’t regret the stand I have 
taken for one minute. I am going 
to have to answer before God one 
of these. days and I want to hear 
His ‘Well done.”

permit three statements. 


The Miracle Defined 


Arthur Pierson never said a 
truer thing then when he re- 
marked, “Definitions lie at the 
basis of all discussions, for they 
define or limit the ground which 
argument is to cover; they set 
bounds within which we both keep 
ourselves and hold our opponents. 
This is of as much consequence in 
debate as it would be, in a con- 
test between athletes to settle the 
rules of honorable championship.” 

What is a miracle? Two or three 
sentences may answer this ques- 
tion. 

It is the occurrence of the super- 
natural. The late Dr. George Lori- 
mer said, ‘The Gospels have 
taught that miracles are astonish- 
ing and expressive effects of which 
the divine energy is the direct 
and _all-sufficient cause.” It mat- 
ters little whether one calls them 
“miracles,” ‘‘signs,’’ “wonders,” or 
“powers”; they involve the con- 
ceded presence and power of God. 
Ordinarily water does not turn 
instantly to wine. If it did so at 
the word of Jesus, that must be 
regarded as a miracle. Ordinarily 
leprosy does not yield even to 
medical treatment. If it take its 
departure from the body at the 
word of a man, it is a miracle. 
Ordinarily, a man buried four days 
in a hot climate falls into decay. 
If at the end of that time he be 
revived by a word and walk forth 
among the living again, it is a 
mighty miracle. The ‘natural. does 
not account for it. The very claim 
that these events have occurred 
in the world is a declaration of 
the supernatural. 


The supernatural is a sign of 
God’s power. The very wonder of 
it suggests the presence of God. 
When the bush burned and was 
not consumed, Moses was not sur- 
prised that God should speak to 
him out of it. When “. .. great 
multitudes came unto him, having 
with them those that were lame, 
blind, dumb, maimed, and many 
others, and cast them down at 
Jesus’ feet; and he healed them: 


Insomuch that the multitude 
wondered, when they saw _ the 
dumb to speak, the maimed to 
be whole, the lame to walk, and 
the blind to see: and they glorified 
the God of Israel” (Matt. 15:30, 
31), not one of them questioned 
that this meant the intervention 
of divine power. 

There is a story told of an east- 
ern king who had denied to one 
of his counsellors the wonderful 
works of God. “Show me a sign,” 
said the king, “and I will believe.” 

“Here are four acorns,” said 
the counsellor. “Will your majesty 
plant them in the ground and then 
stoop. down for a minute and look 
into this clear pool of water?” 
The king did so..‘‘Now,” said the 
other, “look up.” 

The king looked up and saw four 
large oak trees where he had 
planted the acorns. “Wonderful!” 
he exclaimed. “This is indeed the 
work of God.” 

“How long were vyou_ looking 
into the water?” asked the coun- 
sellor. 

“Only a second,” said the king. 


“Eighty years have passed as a 
second,” said the other, 


The king looked at his gar- 
ments. They were threadbare. He 
looked at his reflection in the 
water; he had become an old man. 
“There is no miracle here, then,” 
he said angrily. “Yes,” said the 
other. ‘It is God’s work, whether 
He do it in eighty years or in one 
second.” 


True, but it is not a miracle. 
If it took eighty years it is God’s 
usual work, hence known as the 
operation of natural law. If it be 
done in one second it is God’s 
unusual work, hence admitted to 
be a miracle. 


Such supernatural events are 
not opposed to natural law. Hume 
and his-confederates begged this 
whole question by denying the 
miracle as something necessarily 
opposed to natural law, and then 
reasoned that if God were the 
Author of natural law He would 
not fight against Himself by 
setting it aside. When an engineer 
has his engine in order, water in 


Form Without Power 
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taken here, and in nearly every 
instance you will find that they 
are exercising a tremendous moral 
and spiritual influence all around 
them, too. If churches in general 
went the same way; the moral 
life of this nation would change 
tremendously for the better in 
twelve months time. 

I want to call you members of 
this church to stand firmly with 
me for a separated life, for right 
doctrine, and for the mission that 
Jesus has given us. No matter 
what the trend of the times, let 
us set our course by the Old Book. 
And the fact that we stand for 
more than so many ought to make 
us more loyal and more energetic 
and more sacrificial than the com- 
mon run of church members. 

And you people who have let 
your church membership lag be- 
hind—if you really love the Lord 
—you ought to come. in with us, 
and help us to have a great New 
Testament Church at this. place. 
A woman came to see me recently 
about a matter—and she came to 
see me for one reason, and she 
stated it in these words, “I think 
you have the most spiritual church 
in the city.” Now that woman be- 
longs to a chureh of another de- 
nomination. I thought that that 
was one of the greatest compli- 
ments that could have been paid 
this church, for that woman to 
express the belief that we have 
the most spiritual church in the 
city. If it isn’t so, then we ought 
to try to make it so. 


To The Lost 


Now as I close, let me turn to 
you unsaved people. Listen lost 
friends—because we are trying to 
stick to the Bible here, we don’t 
pull all kinds of tricks just to get 
members. We try to deal honestly 
and fairly with human souls. We 


don’t want to just rustle you into 


the church, we want to see you 
Teally and truly saved. You can 
have a lot of emotionalism pulled 


on you, and you can be moved to 
go forward, and you can get into 
; Sa charch ¥ without a saving faith 


in Jesus—and that is one of the 
most dangerous, deadly things in 
this world, for you can go on into 
eternity lost and deluded. We want 
you to see that Jesus is the Way 
of life. We want you to see that 
there isn’t but one way of being 
saved and that is through faith in 
Him. If you know that you are 
lost (and you do know that don’t 
you?) then Jesus died for lost 
people like you. 

Why doesn’t the fact that Jesus 
died for lost people like you 
render you safe right now? Be- 
cause you have never receiv ed Him 
and what He did for you, that’s 
why. 

Somebody presented a Home- 
stead Exemption Law before the 
legislature several years ago and 
it was passed. That means that 
homestead exemption is available 
for all the citizens of Florida; but 
does not mean that every home 
will be exempt from taxation, re- 
gardless of whether the home 
owner does anything about it or 
not. Of course not. A citizen has 
to claim that exemption by filing 
for it. Early in the year I went 
down and filed my claim, and by 
that act I accepted the exemption 
provided for me. 

Now it’s exactly that way in 
respect to salvation. It has been 
provided for you, it is available 
for you, but you have to personal- 
ly accept it. Don’t you see what 
I mean? Do you want to be a 
Christian? Do you want salvation 
from your sins? Do you want 


eternal life? If so, how badly do} 


you want these? Enough to ac- 
cept the Lord Jesus Christ and 
what He did for you by faith? If 
so, then receive Him right now, 
then move down one of these aisles 


to say so in a public confession of 


Him. That’s the Bible way of 
salvation. John 1:12 says, “But as 
many as received him, to them 
gave he the power to become the 
sons of God, even to them that 
believe on his name.” 

Do you now receive him—do 
you now believe on His name? If 
you do, tell the world about it! 


the boiler, steam up, the throttle 
open, and he urges her ahea 
according to the natural law of 
the machine, it would continue to 
move forward, following the rails. 
It is arranged primarily for the 
purpose of such motion, and if left 
to itself would never reverse it. But 
when he reverses the engine, is 
that a break in natural law? Nay, 
verily, it is the intervention of a 
power higher. than the mechanics 
controlling the same. The one 
thing that men must finally admit 
is this, that God still sits at the 
throttle valve of the universe. It 
is a mighty piece of machinery, I 
grant you; but as easily under the 
control of His hand as is the en- 
gine responsive to the touch of 
its master. 


To borrow an illustration from 
another: My watch tends to move 
forward and the hands, of them- 
selves, take one direction only. 
But when I discover it is an hour 
too fast I move the hands back- 
ward. Though I interrupt’ the 
usual movement I violate no law. 
The watchmaker designed that 
very thing when it was originally 
constructed. Admit the first sent- 
ence in Genesis, “In the beginning 
God created the heaven and the 
earth,”. and a miracle is easily 
possible, or else God made some- 
thing so great that it escaped the 
control of its Creator. 


I doubt if there is a single 
miracle recorded in the New 
Testament that is not according 
to natural law. Take the chang- 
ing of water into wine. The in- 
stantaneous process is supernatur- 
al; given a grape seed and a 
season, and you call the process 
natural. That is exactly what it 
does—changes water into wine. 
Why then should: our God _ be 
charged with having opposed 
natural law when He did it in- 
stantly, instead of requiring a few 
weeks for its accomplishment? 
Health is according to natural 
law. When then the wheels of 
natural law are reversed and a 


man is sick, who can ‘object if 


d,|God turn them again to their 


wonted track and urge the human 
life ahead®- Life is according to 
natural law. All nature works to- 
gether for its origin and mainten- 
ance. Death is the reversal of the 
engine of nature. Who then can 
object when God again sets in 
forward motion that which has 
been momentarily arrested? 


Dr. P. S. Henson once called at- 
tention to the electric wire and 
the electric current flowing 
through the same. You would not 


think there was anything in it, it. 


flows so quietly, But make a 
break in the wire and cover the 
end with charcoal and you have 
kindled an arc light, and then you 
see there was something there all 
the while. The power of God so 
uniformly flows that men by and 
by come to believe that there is 
no power there at all. Let Him 
make a break in that line of 
action, and He kindles a light to 
ages that are dark, and makes 
manifest His presence and power 
—a power unsuspected. No won- 
der Paul wrote to the Corinthians, 
‘“. . . the things which are seen 
are temporal; but the things 
which are not seen are eternal” 
(II Cor. 4:18). 


A fiction writer has truly said, 
“Science is compelled to admit a 
miracle or else confess itself face 
to face with the inexplicable. It 
cannot account for life if it deny 
the miracle. Spontaneous genera- 
tion is an exploded bubble. It can- 
not account for the evolution of 
the mineral into,the animal, and 
the animal into the man, except it 
admit a miracle.” The missing 
links are a multitude, and the en- 


deavors of Huxley, Darwin and 
Harrison to produce them were 
signal failures. Moses has given us 
the only ground of the miracle—- 
God! By Him he accounted for 
the rod turned to a serpent, the 
plagues falling upon Egypt, and 
the pillar of cloud by day and of 
fire by night. 


The Miracle Performed 


Admit .that miracles are not 
necessarily antagonistic to natural 
law and we must go a step further 
in answer to our question, “Did 
Christ Work Actual Miracles?” 

In response, two or three things: 
Miracles are claimed for Christ. 
The four Gospels make that claim 
repeatedly. They declare water 
was turned into wine at His word; 
they report the healing of the 
nobleman’s son; they recite the 
miraculous draft of fishes; they 
assert the quieting of the tempest; 
they rehearse the dispossession of 
the demoniac; they describe the 
raising of Jarius’ daughter; they 
depict the opening of the eyes 
of the blind man; the healing of 
the palsied; the cleansing of the 
leper; the feeding of the five 
thousand; the granting of hearing 
to the deaf and speech to the 
dumb; the raising of Lazarus 
from the dead. Above all, each 
one of them insists that Christ, 
after three days, rose from the 
grave. Do you remember what the 
author of Quo Vadis says concern- 
ing miracles? By that book we 
are taken to the earlier century; 
taught to breathe its atmosphere 
and live in its surroundings. Vinic- 
ius is returning to health, and re- 
calls the events since the night at 
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Hiymns; Easter, Christmas, Mission- 3 
ary and Children's series.

Ostrianium, when his jealousy to- 
ward the Christ and His religion 
had burned because Lygia was de- 
voted to both. The author Says, 
“The whole series of thoughts 
which had come to his head from 
that time the more astonished him 
atthe superhuman power of that 
religion which changed the souls 
of men to their foundations. He 
understood that in it there was 
something uncommon, something 
which had not been on earth be- 
fore, and he felt that could it em- 
brace the whole world; could it 
ingraft on the world its love and 
chatity, an epoch would come re- 
calling that in which, not Jupiter, 
but Saturn had ruled. He did not 
dare either to doubt the super- 
natural origin of Christ, or His 
resurrection, or the other miracles. 
The eye witnesses who spoke of 
them were too trustworthy and 
despiseal falsehood too much to 
let him suppose that they were 


pened.” 


Aye, that is the argument that 
must forever appeal to thinking 
meh. Was John a liar when_he 
reported what he had seen? If so, 
he was both a-fool as well as a 
knave, for nothing short .of -a-fool 
would first tell a lie and“then die 
in its defense. Were Peter and 
Paul falsifiers? If so, when else in 
histery did falsehood make men of 
such matchless character and ren- 


sometimes go to court and ‘testify 


that they must suffer for the 
same, they are only too glad if 
the world will let them off with 
the admission that they were in 
error. These men gladly died in 
defense of their faith in the super- 
natural. Paul meets it, not alone 
with ealmness, but with apparent 
content, if not delight: 


“For I am now ready to be of- 
fered, and the time of my depar- 
ture is at hand. I have fought a 
good fight, I have finished my 
course, I have kept the faith: 
Henceforth there is laid wp for 
me a crown of righteousness, 
which the Lord, the righteous 
judge, shall give me at that day: 
and not to me only, but unto all 
them also. that love his appedr- 
ing.”—IlL Tim. 4:6-8. 


Beloved, such men were neither 
duped nor deceiving. 

Miracles are also affirmed by 
Christ. He said, “All power is 
given unto me in heaven and in 
earth.” “I will, be thou clean.” 
“Tf I by Beelzebub cast out devils, 
by whom do your children cast 
them out?’ “I go, that I may 
awake him out of ‘sleep.” “T lay 
down my life, and I take it up 
again,” etc. ' 

There was not a point in which 
His miracles were not contested. 
There was not a possible weak- 
ness in them that was not 
searched out. When men hate you 
sufficiently to hunt you to your 
very death, be certain of this, that 
they will let no faking pass with- 
out exposure. On the Eastside in 
Minneapolis some folks were per- 
forming striking feats in the 
atmosphere of heavy shadows, ar- 
rayed in scanty clothing, sugges- 
tive at one and the same time of 
the spook and of another world. 
But when a crowd from St. Paul, 
jumping upon the stage, made a 
grab, they found real flesh and 
blood, and the whole deception 
was exposed to light, to laughter, 
to derision, to scorn. But 
where is the man who has 
shown that the wine made at 
Cana of Galilee was only 
water into which some chemical 
had been secretly dropped, turning 
its color? Where is the man who 
has shown that the blind who pro- 
fessed to receive their sight at 
Christ’s touch were only faking 
vision? Where is the man who has. 
demonstrated that the deaf, whose 
ears Christ opened, were still un- 
able to hear? Where is the man 
who has proven to the world that 
Lazarus had only swooned and. 
consequently was buried before his 
time, or that Jesus only fainted 
and after three days revived? 
When Paulus attempted such an 
explanation even infidels laughed. 

Faith in miracles is the founda- 


_ tion of the Church. This fact was 
_ eonceded from the very first. Paul, 
in his Epistle to the Corinthians, 


boldly declared, “. . . if Christ be 


proach Him by saying, 


man can do these miracles that 


| 37,38). 


“then is our preaching vain, and 
your faith is also vain... we are 
of all men most miserable” (I Cor. 
15:14,19). 

Robert Buchanan, known to 
have no special leaning to ortho- 
doxy, said, “We may follow Mr. 
Matthew Arnold in his pitiful 
feats of literary Jesuitry; put all 
the miraculous business aside in 
order to throw one last straw of 
hope to the sinking Church of 
England. We may potter and quib- 
ble about ‘poetry’ and ‘essential’ 
religion as much or as. little as 
we please; but with the loss of the 
supernatural pretension perishes 
the whole fabric of organized 
Christianity.” A church cannot be 
safely raised on the foundation of 
merely human speech or human 
conduct. Its very weakness will 
destroy the foundation eventually, 
and the walls will fall. That is 
why the Apostle wrote, “For other 
foundation can no man lay than 
that which is laid, even Christ.” 
God, in order to certify that His 
Son was more than a man, did 
these signs and wonders at His 
hands, and so marvelous were they 
that a ‘member of the Sanhedrin, 
a-ruler of the Jews, predisposed, 
as everyone of them was against 
this Man,.was compelled to ap- 


“Rabbi, we know that thou art 
a teacher come from God: for no 


thou doest, except God be with 
him.’”—John 3:2. 
“Thine arm, O Lord, in days of old 
Was strong to heal and save; 
It triumphed o’er ‘disease and 
death, | 
O’er darkness and the grave; 
To Thee they went, the blind, the 
dumb, 
The palsied and the lame, 

The leper with his tainted life, 
The sick with fevered frame. 
And lo! Thy touch brought life 

and health; 
Gave speech and strength and 
sight; 
And youth renewed and frenzy 
calmed 
Owned Thee, the Lord of light.” 


That is the foundation of the 
church. Depose the miracle and 
you remove the foundation of the 
church and extinguish the light 
of the world. You may as well 
“try to demolish Gibraltar with 
popguns and putty” as to attack 
this citadel of our  faith—the 
supernatural. The one thing of the 
centuries so surely attested that 
no man will be able to success- 
fully dispute it is the power of 
God manifested in Christ in 
miracle working. 


The Miracles’ Purpose 


The purpose was at least three- 
fold. It evidenced the deity of 
Jesus. You will remember that 
when He performed the miracle 
of the barley loaves ‘and fishes, 
the men who saw the miracle 
that Jesus did, said, ‘This is of a 
truth that prophet that should 
come into the world” (John 6:14). 
It was a natural reasoning. Jesus 
Himself appealed to the Jews, 

“If I do not the works of my 
Father, believe me not. But if I 
do, though ye believe not me, be- 
lieve the works: that ye may 
know, and believe, that the Father 
is in me, and I in him” (John 10: 


To John the Baptist’s question, 
_ “Art thou he that should come?

And, beloved, the one thing that 
makes us certain that Jesus of 
Nazareth was the very Son of God, 
is this, that when He walked the 
earth He was Master of His own 
creation, and it never failed to 
bend to His touch or become o- 
bedient to His will. The miracle 
attests that creation’s Master had 
come. 


It also expressed the sympathy 
of Jesus. It is the custom of all 
those who call the modern miracle 
into question to emphasize the fact 
that miracles attested the deity 
of Jesus and added authority or 
weight to His words; but the most 
of them are silent touching the 
fact that miracles were ever 
wrought because the sight of suf- 
fering or distress so appealed to 
the Son of God that He could no 
more withhold His beneficent 
power than He could restrain Him- 
self from tender pity. The glory 
of Jesus Christ corisisted not a- 
lone in exhibitions of His deity, 
but was equally manifested in the 
ebullitions of His humanity. At the 
grave of -Lazarus He wept. No 
man néed be suprised, therefore, 
when He cried to His friend, fal- 
len under the fierce assult of the 
last enemy, “Come forth!” He 
who will may believe that -that 
miracle was meant only to attest 
the divinity of Jesus, or add 
weight to His spoken words; but 
I am compelled to think that it 
was the cry of His humane heart 
calling back to His arms His 
bosom friend, and causing’ the 
hearts of those beautiful sisters— 
Mary and Martha— to lose their 
sorrow and leap for joy. | 


Victor Hugo makes Jean Val- 
jean as watchful as the hunted 
ever are against possible detection | 
on the part of his adversary; but 
when a driver’s wagon is mired 
this same man crawls beneath it, 
and by his Herculean strength re- 
leases its wheels, and in the very 
process publishes his own name. 
Did Jean Valjean lift that wagon 
to exhibit his power? Never! but 
because his tender heart could 
not “pass by on the other side,” 
seeing the distress of the stalled 
man. 


The Samaritan who ministered 
to the man on the way to Jericho, 
binding «up his wounds, carrying 
him to an inn, paying his. bills, 
providing against the future—did 
he do that that Samaria might 
have a good name, or that any- 
body might believe in him? Nay, 
verily, but because in his breast 
there beat the heart of a brother. 
And, if I know the Christ at all, He 
healed sick men, opened the eyes of 
the blind, and raised the dead, pri- 
marily because His heart was as 
humane as His character was di- 
vine; His Spirit as compassionate 
as His word was potent. Is it not 
written, “And Jesus went forth, and 
saw a great multitude, and was 
moved with compassion toward 
them, and he healed their sick’”’ 
(Matt. 14:14)? 


No wonder John wrote, “And 
the Word was made flesh, and 
dwelt among us, (and we beheld 
his glory, the glory as of the only 
begotten of the Father,) full of 
grace and truth” (John 1:14). 


And that glory was never better 
manifested than in the miracles 
that Jesus wrought for the help, 
health and happiness of men. It 
is while studying this side of His 
character we realize that our High 
Priest can be touched with the 
feeling of our infirmities, and are 
encouraged to “. . . come boldly 
unto the throne of grace, that we 
may obtain mercy, and find grace 
to help in time of need” (Heb. 4: 
16). 


It attested the saving power of 
Jesus. To do that was to manifest 
forth His glory. ‘““The Son of man 
is come to seek and to save that 
which is lost”; to grant “remis- 
sion of sins.”
